Albert Scrivener Fires on 


Edward Mboschell Near 
His Home at Madison — 
Self-Defense, He Says. 


Edward Moschell, a switchman, 


was shot and killed near his home 
in Madison, IIL, last night by the 
estranged husband of his sister. 
The killer, Albert Scrivener, also a 
switchman, surrendered to police, 
declaring he fired in self-defense. 

“I was parked in my car in front 
of the Baptist Church at Fifth an4 
Alton streets,’ Scrivener’ said, 
“when Moschell came by on his 
wa~ home. He had said he was go- 
ing to kill me and, when he saw 
me, he stepped on the running 
board and tried to pull me out of 
the car. So I pulled my revolver 
and shot him. I had to do it or 
he’d have killed me.” 

' Moschell was not armed. Police 
found two .38 caliber revolvers in 
Scrivener’s possession. 

They announced after an investi- 
gation that Moschell and Scrivener 
had been at odds since the separa- 
tion of Scrivener and his wife 
about six months ago. About two 
months ago, the police said, Mrs. 
Scrivener had her husband arrest- 
ed for assault and battery and at 
that time the ill felling between 
the men became intense. 

The killing was at 6:45 p. m. 
Moschell, who was employed by 
the Terminal Railroad Association, 
was 28 years old, married, and the 
father of two children. He lived 
at 1910 Fifth street. Scrivener, 
is 29 and the father of two chil- 
dren, lives at 1624 Fourth street, 
Madison. 

One bullet struck Moschell in the 
neck and two in the chest.

George Klein Loses Life in 
Pond on Farm West of 
Ferguson When on Picnic 
With Classmates.

George Klein, St. Louis Univer- 
sity High School student, was 
drowned yesterday in a pond on 
the estate of Powell Chambers on 
Florissant road west of Ferguson. 


He had gone there with about 40 
schoolmates for a picnic. 

The boy was 16 years old, one of 
eight children of Mr. and Mrs. Mi- 
chael Klein, 4308 Gibson avenue. 
His father is president of the Stan- 
dard Clothing & Tailoring Co., 4019 
Chouteau avenue. 

Seven members of the picnic 
party, the Klein boy among them, 
had gone out on the pond in a flat 
boat. He and two of the others 
could not swim and wofe their 
regular clothing but four were in 
swimming suits and dived off the

Oliver T. Remmers, chairman of 
the Election Board, was suggested 
for the Police Board presidency aft- 
er Kiel’s intention to withdraw be- 
came known. Remmers’ present 
place pays $3000 a year, while Po- 
lice Board salaries are $1000. 

In view of the circumstances at- 
tending the renovation of the 
board, it is Hkely that the new 
members will be men who are in 
accord with Gov. Caulfield’s desire 
for co-operation of the Police 
Board with the city in the effort to 
balance its budget. This effort 
was virtually given up after the 
Police Board finally refused, May 
20, to take the initiative in the pay 
cuts which would have saved the 
city $409,000 a year. But most of 
this amount can still be saved, if 
a new board takes action toward 
a pay cut, and returns the amount 
thus provided to the city treasury. 

The city’s prospective deficit for 
1932-33, $580,009, could thus be

conference, expressed to the mem- 
bers his view that the board should 
not stand on the letter of the law, 
but should “go along” with the 
budget-makers, in view of the city’s 
financia! straits. 

¥ormer Mayor Kiel and Zimmer 
showed a willingness to accept the 
Governor’s view. Kreismann stood 
out stubbornly, asserting the legai 
right of the police to their pay 
fixed by statute, until the Governor 
made what was taken as a sugees- 
tion that he should resign. He 
made no such suggestion to Bart- 
lett, but Bartlett, who agreed with 
Kreismann in the main points of 
the discussion, decided later to 
withdraw also.

The accident came as the two 
were heading back to Dallas after 
a visit with friends here.

A. Hardy Eubanks, vice president 
and cashier of the Central State 
Bank of McKinney, an eye-witness, 
verified the flyer’s account of the 
accident. 

“Approximately half of the field 
is heavily covered with weeds about 
knee high,” he said, “which had 
some effect on the speed of the 
plane while it was on the ground. 
When he was about 65 per cent of 
the distance across the field, the 
plane left the ground, and it 
looked as though a gust of wind 
drifted him into a tree, the tree be- 
ing just outside the flying: field. 

“The plane hit the tree, tearing 
away pfactically all of the right 
wing on a/portion of the undercar- 
riage. It was 30 to 36 feet in the 
air at the time. Then it nose-dived 
into a deep ditch.”

If ratified by the union, it will be- 
come effective at once, automat- 
ically canceling the action of Local 
Union No. 788 in voting to strike at 
midnight Tuesday in resistance to a 
10 per cent cut in pay. 

Robert B. Armstrong, interna- 
tional union vice president, said he 
would recommend to the mien that 
they accept the agreement. 

“I consider that the union hag 
gained a victory through getting a 
two-year contract, with a closed 
shop’ and one day off in eight, 
things we have fought for.’” the 
union leader said. “I want it made 
clear, however, that I am only mak- 
ing a recommendation, and that

Points of Agreement. 

The agreement was a compro-

WASHINGTON, May 23.— 
Speaker Garner struck back at 
President Hoover today and moved 
forward with plans for speeding 
his relief bill through the House. 
In a vigorous reply to the Presi- 
dent’s charge that the public works 
phase of the Speaker’s two billion 
dollar relief bill was “pork barrel’’ 
legislation, Garner asserted that 
the same.appellation might be ap- 
plied to the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration for which non-partisan 
support was elicited by Hoover. 


The Texan said the tax he pro-} 


posed on gasoline would prevent 
the works from interfering with 
balancing the budget. 

The text of the Garner statement 
follows: 

“President Hoover's opposition is 
the bill to relieve destitution, to 
broaden the lending powers of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 

. tion and to create employment by 
authorizing and expediting a pub- 
lic works program was not unex- 
pected. 

“The Democrats did not expect 
to receive real co-operation from 
the President in any matter bene- 
fiting the masses and those who 
might be termed the middle class 
of American people. . 

“When he submitted his Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation plan 
it was hailed by the administration 
leaders as a panacea for all nation- 
al ills. 

‘R. F. ©. Hasn’t Helped Masses.’ 

“The Democrats, desirous of aid- 
ing a distressed people, adopted the 
recommendations of the adminis- 
tration at their face value and co- 
operated in passing the bill. If the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has aided materially in reduc- 
ing unemployment or relieving 
human distress resulting from the 
prolonged depression I have failed 
to observe it. 

“Banks, railroads, insurance com- 
panies and other financial institu- 
tions have received needed aid, but 
the benefits have not filtered down 
to the smali business man or the 
smaller industries. 

“This act was approved Jan. 22, 
more than four months ago. Un- 
employment has increased steadily 
during those four months and it is 
now obvious that the relief to the 
masses, promised by administration 
leaders through this act, has failed 
to materialize and will not mate- 
trialize unless the restrictions are 
removed. 

“The President’s allusion to the 
Proposed public works program as 
a ‘pork barrel’ comes with poor 
grace from one who demanded that 
Congress co-operate with him in 
passing the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation Act. It would be just 
as logica) to refer to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation act 
as a ‘pork barrel’ for the banks, in- 
surance companies, railroads and 
financial institutions of the coun- 
try. 

Meant to Help Whole Country. 

“It is not ‘pork barrel’ nor can 
any other program which will ex- 
tend aid in this period of distress 
be termed such. 

“It is true that the public works 
program covers every section of the 
United States—and that is what we 
want to do. 

“There !s no part of the country 
that has not felt the blight of the 
depression, and this program is pro- 
posed with a view of extending un- 
employment relief to every section 
as well as broadening the functions 


of the Reconstruction Finance Cor-! 


poration for the purpose of extend- 
ing aid to small business men, the 
smaller industries and the states, 
counties and cities which have been 
unable to finance needed public 
works. 

“I realize, as does the President, 
that the necessity of balancing the 
budget is urgent and I have con- 
sistently urged this since before 
Congress convened; but aid for the 
destitute, unemployment relief and 
also aid for the small business men 
and small industries are equally 


‘urgent. 


3 Says Budget Isn’t Affected. 

“This relief bill does not inter- 
fere with the balancing of the bud- 
get. It provides the tax necessary 
to pay its own way and will not 
add to the existing deficit. 

“The President appears to agree 
with that part of the program 
providing him with $100,000,000 for 
relief of destitution and the pro- 
posal to broaden the base of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and centers his opposition 
upon the public works program.

Their modernization will comprise 
a most substantial contribution to 
Mid-West farm relief and to the 
development of 20 of our interior 
states. This modernisation includes 
not only the great Mississippi sys- 
tem with its joining of the Great 
Lakes and of the heart of Mid- 
West agriculture to the Gulf, but 
also a ship-way from the Great 
Lakes to the Atiantic. These im- 
provements would mean so large 
an increment in farmers’ prices a& 
to warrant their construction many 
times over.

Bill Increased $162,209,869. -

Meaning of “Closed Shop.” 

The “closed shop,’’ long sought 
by the union, requires all employes 
in the operating, mechanical, main- 
tenance-of-way and material de- 
partments to become union mem- 
bers. The 2600 operating employes 
are already in the union, but the 
other departments are divided into 
union and nonunion groups. The 
“closed shop” does not apply to of- | 
fice workers, who do not come 
within the jurisdiction of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes of 
America, the carmen’s international 
body. 

In the past the union frequently 
had sought the co-operation of the 
company in requiring regular op- 
erating employes to take one day 
off in eight, to provide steady work 
for the 300 extra crew men. The 
union rules provide for one day of 
rest without pay in seven, but as 
this was optional with the men, 
large numbers chose to work seven 
days a week for the extra compen- 
sation. 

The company previously has 
taken the position -that it would 
not compel the men to take a day 
off. The result was that two years 
ago about 200 extra men were dis- 
charged. and recently Clarke stated 
it would be necessary to lay off 
additional extra crews. This was 
averted when the union waived the 
$100 monthly guarantee paid the 
extra men. 


U, $, MUST RELY ON IMPORTED 
OR SYNTHETIC NITRATE SUPPLY 


Geological Survey After ‘Long 
Search Decides Commercial 
Quantities Are Not Present. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
United States Government has 
been compelled to give up the idea 
of producing commercial! nitrate 
from deposits found within its 
borders and resign itself to depen- 
dence on Chilean imports on by- 
product or syntlfetic sources of ni- 
trogen. 

The Geological Survey in an- 
nouncing the results of a search 
that began during the World War, 
when supplies from Chile were en- 
dangered, said this adverse judg- 
ment “has been adopted with the 
greatest reluctance by all  con- 
cerned” but it was well to face 
the facts. 

Warning was issued to the pub- 
lic against certain stock promotion 
enterprises with claims of nitrate 
deposits as their basis. Deposits 
are found in 23 states but it said 
“not one contains enough nitrate 
to afford promise of commercial 
development under any prospective 
conditions in the country at large, 
in either the near or distant fu- 
ture.” 

The survey said, however, there 
were being “produced in this coun- 
try increasing quantities of by- 
product and synthetic nitrogen 
compounds, which bid fair within 
a few years to give the country 
complete independence in this es- 
sential requirement.”

Washington Senator in Plea 
for Restoration of Tax on 
Sales, Says. Public Has 
Lost Billions. - 


Tz the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 28.—Char- 
acterizing the New York Stock Ex- 
change as “a gambling institution 
in which’ the-insiders use marked 
cards and loaded dice,"’ Senator 
Dill (Dem.), Washington, 
Senate today demanded restoration 
of the House tax of one-fourth of 
1 per cent on stock transfers. 
Dill cited the findings of the 
Senate Banking Committee in its 
investigation of the stock market, 
and said that in the face of these 
the argument that the transfer tax 
would be burdensome was “not 
very impressive. 
Since the Finance Committee 
voted to eliminate the minimum 
tax of % of 1 per cent, Dill said 
“there have been developments in 
the stock exchange investigation 
that justify a reconsideration.” | 
“Billions From the Public.” 

“The New York and other ex- 
changes,” Dill said, “have become 
more or less gambling institutions 
wherein a few men manipulate the 
markets in such a way as to make 
tremendous profits and take from 
the American people, millions, hun- 
dreds of millions and even billions 
of dollars. 

“This tax is just double the com- 
mission paid on every deal to brok- 
ers. 

“The investigation -has just 
scratched the surface so far, but it 
shows that the market is a gam- 
bling institution in which the in- 


siders use marked cards and 
loaded dice. 
“The stories developed are 


enough to shock any one with de- 
cency. 

“Take the story of Walter Sachs 
that he paid $23,000,000 for a com- 
pany in which $1,750,000 was in- 
vested and that he received $100,- 
000,000 from the public by selling 
stock in the Goldman Sachs Trad- 
ing Corporation at 104 that is to- 
day worth 75 cents. That was 
milking the public out of 3100,- 
000,000. 

The Publicity Men. 

“The investigation has showed 
that when the promoters indulge 
in this business they place publicity 
men to become propagandists and 
boost the values in the public 
mind. These publicity men get 
their share of the money. 

“It was argued before the com- 
mittee this tax would not bring 
$75,000,000, but only $32,000,000. 
Whether it brings $75,000,000 or 
$30,000,000, this is a place where 
the Government ought to lay reve- 
nue to act as a deterrent on this 
gambling institution.” 

“There is much reason to believe 
that the break in prosperity came 
as a result of building up on 
boosting stocks,”’ Dill said. 

“Take the case- of Mr. Warner 
(H. M. Warner), of Warner Broth- 
ers, who sold his own stock for 
$16,000,000, then bought it back 
at $7,000,000, a clear profit of $9,- 
000,000, from the public.” 

Basis of House Plan. 
The House provision, he said, 
“even if it brought in no more 
money, is far more desirable be- 
cause it is based’ on the amount of 
business done.” 
“This tax won't apply if the 
stock is loaned,” Dill said, refer- 
ring to the Finance Committee’s 
plan. “That means it won't apply 
to short selling. And even from 
the White House we've had attacks 
on short selling.” 
The Stock Exchange, Dill said, 
“has become a parasite so big it 
has swallowed up legitimate busi- 
ness.”’

Harrison Opens Debate.

“Now that we are almost at the

Harrison’s speech was seconded 
by Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, who warned the Senate that 
the cleventh-hour effort to pass the 
Walsh sales tax amendment, if per- 
sisted in, would result in indefinite 
delay. : 

“And if there is delay,” said Cou- 
zens, “the responsibility will be on 
the shoulders of those who have 
been most vociferous in crying out 
for speedy balancing of the budget. 
If the Walsh amendment is not 
pressed, we can balance the budget 


by tonight.” 
Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, said he had 


been informed by the Treasury that 
the bill as it now stands would fall 
$56,000,000 short of the amount 
needed. 

‘Very well,” retorted Couzens, 
“we can get not merely $56,000,- 
000 but $100,000,000 to $125,000... 
000 from the Connally amendment, 
and that without going back to the 
wartime rates.” 

“J Want Country to Know.” 
“The advocates of the sales tax 
knew vesterday that they were de- 
feated,” declared Harrison. ‘They 
put off the vote, though some of us 
pleaded with them to put the issue 
to the test. Yet they went out 
here in the anteroom and told the 
newspaper men that they had the 
votes to put over the tax. 

“You know,” he exclaimed, “‘that 
you haven’t got the votes. I chal- 
lenge you now to bring the amend- 
ment to a vote without any further 
debate.” 

There was no réply 
sales tax champions. 
.“And now.” Harrison went 
on, ‘“I want the country “to 
know that we who are against

He said he had made inquiries 
in the House and had been unable 
to find a single Democrat who had 
voted against the sales tax and 
would now vote for it.

REDUCTION 1 Pt 


Muench Says It Is Unfair to 
Ask Some Officials to 
Accept Cut When Others 
Won't. 


City Counselor Muench told re- 
porters yesterday he would not ac- 
cept a voluntary reduction in sal-' 
ary to help municipal finances. He 
will decline to sign the round robin 
to cut the pay of principal city: of- 
ficials 10 per cert for the next 10 
months. 

He declared it was unfair to ask 
some officials to make sacrifices oi 
Pay when others would not. In 
this he referred to the refusal of 
the Circuit Judges, certain other 
officials and the police to accept a 
Salary cut. The city is preparing 
to make the 10 per cent reduction 
for all its employes whose pay is 
fixed by ordinance. Salaries of the 
chief officials, however, are fixed 
by the Charter. 

When salary reductions were 
proposed originally as a means of 
helping balance the municipal 
budget, the city requested not only 
its own officers but city-paid State 
officials here to waive their rights 
under the law and agree to the cut. 
The Judges objected and the Po- 
lice Board refused to call on po- 
licemen to take the reduction. The 
first round robin, accordingly, be- 
came ineffective, as it required the 
agreement of all officials. 

Muench drew the form of the 
first waiver, by request. The new 
one, not dependent on the signa- 
ture of ail officers, was prepared 
in his department. It becomes ef- 
fective June 1. 

Signers of Round Robin. 

Mayor Miller, Comptroller Nolte, 
President.

Webster Groves Man Stricken 
With Heart Disease; Lead- 
er in Boys’ Work.

John L. Alexander of Webster 
Groves was fatally stricken with 
heart disease early yesterday at a 
boy’s summer camp near Shelby, 
Mich., where he haa gone in con- 
nection with his duties as national 
director of the American Youth 
Foundation.

At the same time he made pub- 
lice a brief summary of his posi- 


tion in favor of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and in fa- 
vor of rigid governmental economy. 

With Kiel officially a candidate, 
the more influential Republican 
politicians, who had urged his en- 
try, were serenely content in the 
belief that there would be no diffi- 
culty in bringing about his nomi- 
nation. Their complacency, how- 
ever, was disturbed shortly after 
Kiel filed, when information 
reached St. Louis that Dewey 
Short of Galena, former Fourteenth 
District Congressminan, looked on 
the senatorial race, with its four 
candidates from St. Louis, as a set- 
up for a rural Republican, and was 
inclined to the belief that he was 
the man who could capture the 
nomination. 

In a telegram to a St. Louis ac- 
quaintance Short said he was “‘se- 
riously considering running for 
Senator.” 

Others Who Haye Filed. 

Besides Kiel the candidates who 
have filed are Blodgett Priest, 
Robert J. Kratky and Pearl Aber- 
nathy, a Negro, all of St. Louis. 
If Short should become a candi- 
date he undoubtedly would count 
on these four dividing the St. Louis 
and st. Louis County vote and the 
vote in the overwhelmingly wet 
counties, and on the advantage go- 
ing to him in the larger part of 
rural Missouri. The position Short 
would take on repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment is not known. 

Kiel was very definite in his an- 
nouncement. 

“I am unalterably opposed to our 
present national liquor laws,” he 
said, “and am definitely in favor 
of the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution.

MORE BONDS NEEDED 
FOR COTTON BELT LOAN 


Part of Mercantile-Commerce 
Holdings Deposited Condi- 
tionally, Upthegrove Says. 


The refunding plan of the St. 
Louis Southwestern Railway Co. 
(Cotton Belt) last night still lacked 
sufficient bonds on deposit to as- 
sure success of the plan. This was 
announced by President Daniel Up- 
thegrove of the railway in a state- 
ment setting forth that part of the 
bonds held by the Mercantile Com- 
merce Bank & Trust Co. of St. 
Louig had been placed with the de- 
pository in New York conditionally 
and could not be counted. 

The issue of $20,727,500 first con- 
solidated mortgage bonds falls due 
next Wednesday. If the refunding 
plan succeeds by Tuesday night the 
road is to get a loan of $18,500,000 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation with which fo pay 50 
per cent of the face of the bonds 
and to liquidate one-half its bank 
loans. Bondholders are to get new 
long-term bonds for the other 560 
per cent of the par value of the 
maturing mortgage bonds. 
Upthegrove’s statement said tha‘ 
only 350 of the Mercantile Com- 
merce bank’s 700 $1000 bonds had 
been deposited unconditionally un- 
der the refunding plan and that in- 
cluding these there had been de- 
posited 88 per cent of the issue. 
The agreement requires to be de- 
posited 90 per cent for the plan to 
be effective. Even if all the bank’s 
bonds should be deposited uncondi- 
tionally there still will be needed 
$348,000 of the bonds to make the 
90 per cent, Upthegrove said. 

The statement referred to a tele- 
gram sent by the railway early yes- 
terday to John G. Lonsdale, presi- 
dent of the Mercantile Commerce 
Bank, to which no answer had been 
received yesterday afternoon. This 
telegram asked Lonsdale to correct 
the impression that all of the 
bank’s bonds had been accepted for 
deposit under the plan, and then 
set forth the circumstances of the 
deposits by the bank, as follows:

Gives Results of Reports 
‘From 1718 Firms. 


By. the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK May 28. — Wage 
rates have been cut 13/9 per cent 
executives’ salaries 20.3 per cent 
and other salaries 15.9 per cent 
during the last two years, the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
estimated today on the basis of re- 
ports from 1718 concerns. 

‘The figures deal only with the 
rate of payment, They do not at- 
tempt to show the decline in actual 
Payments due to reduction in time 
worked, vacations without pay, or 
other methods of reducing the 
amount of money received by the 
wage and salary earner. 

The board believes that statistics 
answer the questions about the ex- 
tent and severity of wage and sal- 
ary cuts, for the coverage repre- 
sents 16 per cent of those gainfully 
employed in 1929 in the six major 
business fields studied, which ex- 
cept principally agriculture and 
personal or professional services. 

The 1718 concerns studied em- 
Ployed 3,258,666 persons in 1929. 
In 1932 the number employed 
dropped to 2,391,009, a decline of 
26.6 per cent in employment. 
The board made no estimate of 
the total number of unemployed in 
the country on the basis of these 
figures. ‘A generally accepted es- 
timate of all the gainfully employed 
in the United States in 1929 is 45,- 
000,000. If the board’s 26.6 per 
cent decline is applied to the 1929 
employment total, the result might 
indicate that more than 11,000,000 
have no work now. 

This might be excessive, as the 
rate of deciine does not cover agri- 
culture and professions. 

The report showed that for com- 
panies that made no reduction in 
wages the decline in employment 
between 
to 14.7 per cent, as compared with 
26.6 per eent for all companies in 
the survey. 

While in food product plants that 
did not reduce wages, employment 
fell only 2.8 per cent, it fell 11.4 
per cent for all reporting plants in 
the industry. 

There was no gencral movement 
to reduce salaries and wage rates 
until the depression had gone into 
the second year. Only about 12 per 
cent of the reported reductions in 
salaries and 11 per cent of the wage 
reductions were made in 1930. Also, 
in contrast with earlier depressions, 
salary reductions tended to precede 
wage adjustments, for among the 
1718 companies, 212 reduced sal- 
aries in 1930, as against 148 that 
reduced wages. 

Adjustments in both types of 
compensation increased in number 
rapidly during 1931 and seemed to 
reach a peak at the beginning of 
1932. For all concerns studied the 
average month for the first reduc- 
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929 and 1932 amounted.

“The assembly,” the preamble 
said, “while conforming to its time- 
honored belief in complete separa- 
tion of church and state, feels an 
expression of its views on great 
moral questions both _opportunc 
and imperative. 
No Breakdown by Youth. 
“Widespread disregard for law, 
purchase of liquor from boctleg- 
gers and the serving of liquor by 
many otherwise good people, is 
leading té sad and distressing re- 
sults. : 
“Where a breakdown has oc- 
curred, it has been largely con- 
fined to parents and older genera- 
%ions rather than to the splendid 
and courageous youth of today.” 
After charging the press is giv-

One of the new Ford eight con- 
vertible sedans, driven by Jack 
Brodhead of the Brodhead Co., and 
carrying a newspaper man as pas- 
senger, went up Seckman Hill, on 
the Old Lemay Ferry gravel road, 
in high gear Tuesday morning and 
over the top at 37 miles per hour. 
This was the fastest speed made 
up this hill in high gear, to the 


knowledge of the writer. 


First, the Ford was started at 
20 miles per Pour in high at the 


foot of the hill, carrying Brodhead 

and the writer. It steadily picked 

up speed to 35 miles per hour, was 
slowed to 32 on the curves, and 

went over the top at 33. 

Again it was started in high 
at the foot of the hill, this time at 
10 miles per hour, and went over 
the top at 32. 

Then it was started up the grade 
once more, but was brought to a 
dead stop at the telephone pole 
just below the store. The slope 
of the grade was sufficient to make 
it necessary to apply the emer- 
gency brake to prevent the car 
from rolling backward. The en- 
gine was started, the gear lever 
was thrown into high and the brake 

, was released. The Ford started 
without a jerk or any laboring, 
steadily increased speed until it 
was going virtually as fast as in 
the two previous runs, and went 
over the top at 31 miles per hour. 
The engine did not labor or flut- 
ter at any time during this excep- 
tionally severe pull. 

Fast, But Handles Easily. 

Finally the Ford was taken 
down the road that enters’ the 
Seckman Hill grade perpendicu- 
larly opposite the store, was turned 
around and driven in high gear 
around the right-angled turn at 
25 miles per hour, The car clung 
to the rough gravel road despite 
the sharpness of the swing, began 
to pick up speed immediately, soon 
was running 40 miles per hour, de- 
spite the slowing down on the 
curves, and went over the top at 37 
miles per hour. i 
' The Ford could be speeded up to 
75 miles’ per hour and then al- 
lowed to decellerate with the driv- 
er’s foot off the accelerator pedal, 
and there was no decelleration vi- 
bration. The same was true when 
it was speeded up to 55 in the sec- 
ond gear and allowed to deceller- 
ate. There seemed to be no en- 
gine vibration period anywhere in 
the speed range. 

Acceleration for passing other 
cars was swift and sure. The car 
seemed to shoot ahead whenever 
called on for a burst of speed. 

Weighing only 55 to 150 pounds 
more than the Mode! A, according 
to model, the new Ford eight is 
designed to develop 65 horsepower 
from its eight-cylinder engine, 
which has a bore of 3 3-16 inches. 
But the car on Tuesday behaved 
as if it really developed 70 to 
75 horsepower. 

The brakes took hold smoothly 
and strongly. Despite the marked 
ease and swiftness with which the 
car speeded up at any and all time 
on concrete or gravel, on flat or 
hill, on the straight or on curves, 
it clung to the road and handled 
with sure certainty. 

Rides Comfortably. 

The Ford rode very comfortably 
over the “washboards” of the 
gravel roads, over railroad cross- 
ings and on bumpy city streets. The 
double action hydraulic shock ab- 
sorbers and thinner, wider springs 
seemed effective in minimizing 
road shock. The seats, too, were 
comfortable, and the car’s bal- 
ance was excellent. In fact, the 
day’s riding was comparable in 
ease and comfort to one in a much 
larger car. 

Incidentally, the new Ford’s 
wheelbase and body are longer 
than in the Model A, due to the 
new spring hanging design. 

Before the Ford was taken out 
on the Lemay Ferry road, it was 
put through its paces in Forest 
Park. On the grade up to the 
Pavilion it crawled along in high 
at 2 to 3 miles per hour, then 
accelerated quietly. It seemed to 
turn within as small a radius as 
the Model A.

Central bank open-market opera- 
tions were on a reduced scale, con- 
forming with the revised policy of 
niaintaining excess reserves at be- 
tween $300,000,000 and $350,000,- 
vp0, but there was only meager evi- 
dence that credit was working into 
places where it is most needed. 
Liquidation of bank loans was con- 
tinued, although some addition was 
made to bond investments.

It seemed fair to assume — that 


short covering, based partly on pre- | 


holiday curtailment of commit- 
ments and partly on hopes that the 
revenue bill would be much further 
along by next Tuesday, contributed 
substantially to the buying that 
eventually absorbed offerings. In 
any event, the rebound by some is- 
sues was substantial, although 
trading was much brisker on the 
early setback than when prices be- 
gan to firm. 

Foreign exchanges made another 
advance against dollars, some rates 
rising sharply. Bonds were weak, 
especially in rail and utility sec- 
tions, and their action lent strength 
to the assumption that the late gain 
in stocks was of a technical nature. 

Offerings brought numerous 
losses of 1 to 2 points during the 
first half hour, with tobaccos, mer- 
chandising and utility issues show- 
ing most weakness. There was, 
however, fairly good support for

which may have had something to 
do with ‘the cradual lessening of 
pressure. Both Steel and Can closed 
with fractional gains, so did Al- 
lied Chemica), du Pont, National 
Biscuit. Case, North American, 
Santa Fe and Westinghouse. Amer- 
ican Telephone. after touching 90%, 
regained all but \%4 of its 1%4-point 
Grop. while American Tobacco, 
Liggett & Myers, Woolworth, QGon- 
solidated Gas and Penney recovered 
appreciably. Transacions totaled 
672,363 shares. 

Nation's Financial Affairs. 


Financial attention centered al- 
most exclusively on the nation’s fi- 
nancial affairs. In addition to 
controversies over Federal relief 
and the sales tax, the Young Credit 
Extension Committee let it be 
known that “questions of fiscal 
legislation” had been discussed at 
its most recent meeting. 

Little or nothing of interest de- 
veloped in week-end trade news. 
Youngstown steel mills begin next 
week on a 25 per cent operating 
schedule, unchanged.

Italy and France. It happens to be a fact 
that these two countries have for some time 
exceeded the tonnage fixed for them under 
the London Pact (which neither has signed) 
and upon which figure the agreement between 
the other three signatory Powers, was based. 
However, had it been Italy and France which 
Britain feared, or to which “MacDonald al- 
luded, the escalator clause would have been 
invoked many months ago. 

The real explanation is that both Britain 
and the United States—and Japan, too— 
know that America cannot make effective 
naval war against the Japanese in the Far 
East today without running the risk of tre- 
mendous initial losses and a long-drawn-out 
conflict. On the other hand, the United 
States could not very well invoke the “esca- 
lator clause’ so that she might increase her 
naval strength, on the excuse that France and 
Italy were a menace. Great Britain, however, 
could, and upon its invocation, the United 
States would be free to embark upon a large 
naval construction program presumably to 
bring herself up to Britain’s sea power., 
When America Helped England. 

Actually, however, if the London Pact is 
nullified and America begins building, it will 
not be against Great Britain, but against 
Japan. Once the necessary superiority over 
the Japanese navy were attained—and Japan, 
with her heavy military expenditures, limited 
building possibilities and severe economic 
crisis could not hope to keep pace with Amer- 
ican construction in a naval race—Washing- 
ton and London could call for a showdown, 
and Tokio would think twice before risking 
a clash in the Pacific. The above is what 
could happen if Japan maintains her present 
Manchurian policy. 

The political maneuver of Ramsay Mac- 
Donald is strictly in accordance with prece- 
dent, too. In 1915 Washington pulled Bri- 
tain’s chestnuts out of the fire in the Orient. 
Diplomatic archives (still confidential) reveal 
that it was the British Ambassador in Pekin 
who first learned of Tokio’s astonishing 
Twenty-One demands. These demands seri- 
ously endangered British commercial inter- 
ests in China—as well as the growing Amer- 
ican commerce. But England was at war 
with Germany and was sorely pressed both 
on the Western front in France and by Ger- 
many’s submarine warfare. Japan, as her 
ally, was protecting British commerce 
through the Indian and into the Mediterran- 
ean oceans. Furthermore, the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance was very much alive. Conse- 
quently it was almost impossible for Britain 
to question or be suspicious of her Eastern 
ally’s political motives in regard to China. So 
the British Ambassador at Washington called 
America’s attention to the Twenty-One De- 
mands and asked Washington to make a 
strong protest. 

Another Diplomatic Warning. 

At the same time Sir Cecil Spring-Rice 
promised that England, as Japan’s ally, was 
in a position to advise most firmly that Tokio 
heed Washington's protest—advice an ally 
and a friend was obviously in a position to 
give. The maneuver worked as intended.

Japa- 
nese agent provocateurs also can easily pre- 
cipitate anti-foreign disorders in China if the 
League fails to dislodge Japan from Manchu- 
ria, thereby making it necessary for the 
“hand that coddles China also to chastise 
her.”” Then there is always the bugaboo of 
Communism or Bolshevism sweeping across 
Mongolia to the Yellow Sea with its disas- 
trous effect on foreign trade. 

Again there is the Franco-Japanese “un- 
derstanding,” which is still written in dim, 
ephemeral letters. Since the Manchurian in- 
vasion last September France has been Tokio’s 
friend at court. Even Briand could not swal- 
low the intriguing of the French Foreign Of- 
fice. Today, with Tardieu out, things are a 
bit different, but the Quai d’Orsay, which 
always remains though cabinets come ana 
governments go, will continue covertly flirt- 
ing with Tokio so long as anything is to be 
gained by it. 


France and Japan. 

Lord d’Abernon, British Ambassador at’ 
Berlin, has revealed the extent of Franco-

care, annoyed over British and American con- 
demnation of his Ruhr policy, made overtures 
to Tokio when the cancellation of the alli- 
ance with Britain and America’s immigration 
policy still rankled.

The Japanese 
admiralty, however, were not convinced, 
should Japan become involved in war with 
the Anglo-Saxon Powers, that France either 
could or would contribute a single first-class 
unit to Japan’s defense. The most they 
counted upon was the free use of Japan’s 
Indo-Chinese ports as naval bases and an out- 
let for Japan’s surplus population in Indo- 
China. | 

To make things interesting, however, the 
Japanese Embassy at Washington is reported 
to have “inadvertently” revealed, to the Brit- 
ish, the advances of Quai d’Orsay. In turn, 
the State Department was informed. 

Germany, Lord d’Abernon discloses, was ex- 
tremely worried. Berlin feared a Franco- 
Soviet-Japanese alliance. The Japanese-Rus- | # 
Sian pact of September, 1931, further in- 
creased Germany’s fears. Later developments 
during the Geneva protocol debate allayed 
Germany’s apprehension. 

“It was then seen,” Lord d’Abernon writes, 
“how, far from being ready to pull the chest- 
nuts out of the Central European fire for 
France’s benefit, Japan’s supposed sympathy 
with France aimed at nothing more or less 
than the use or misuse of France and other 
League member states for Japan’s benefit in 
the eventuality of an American-Japanese con- 
flict.” 

At the disarmament conference Japan has 
stood shoulder to shoulder with France, even 
in matters which were of no vital concern to 
herself. Perhaps this is repayment for 
France's “legal services” before the Council 
and Assembly.

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Mussolini Discusses Practical W. ays to 


Promote World Disarmament 


Urges Agreement on Principles Which Would Diminish Efficacy of Weapons of 
Offense While Giving Greater Efficiency to Means of Defense 


By BENITO MUSSOLINI, 
Premier of Italy. 
ROME, May 28. 

HE forthcoming month of June will be 
T su of significant events and probably 

weighty decisions capable of influencing 
not only our civilization, but the history and 
future of the human race. Both civilization 
and humanity find themselves now at the 
crossroads, faced with problems of highest 
and gravest importance. 

May has given the disarmament confer- 
ence a push forward. June will give the 
problem of-reparations a note of increasing 
actuality. On the first of July the mora- 
torium ends. It is therefore imperative to 
make a decision on this question. 

Although spring, on whose rejuvenating in- 
fluence so many hopes had centered, is now 
far advanced, we must unfortunately admit 
that the world economic situation is getting 
daily more serious. 

Summer is at our doors, but it would be 
folly to believe that the automatic cosmic 
rhythm of the seasons suffices by itself to 
bring relief to humanity. It may have been 
of paramount importance in the age of the 
cave dwellers when primitive man could hunt 
and fish longer hours in the summer, thus in- 
creasing his food stores, or in ages less re- 
mote when famine raged and peoples’ hopes 
were centered on the next harvest. 


Many Complicated Factors. 

Today the world economic crisis and unem- 
ployment are infinitely complicated, complex 
social facts, the sufferings attending which 
may truly be rendered worse by bad seasons, 
but cannot be helped by favorable ones. Man 
alone, as a social and political being able to 
look far into the future, has the power to 
remedy these evils which are of a social and 
political nature. 

The disarmament ‘conference has now been 
set going and it would be quite possible, if 
desired, to attain some positive conclusion, 
some result of practical utility. 

In England, France and Germany, elections 
have already taken place and the men who 
hold the reins of office are in a position to 
act with greater security, now that they know 
the currents of public opinion. It would be 
an unpardonable crime towards humanity 
and civilization if we failed to devise way» 
and means capable of averting the possibility 
of war and of reducing the enormous burdens 
of expenditures for armaments. 

The disarmament conference, assembled to 
view the urgent needs of the world’s political 
situation, found itself originally faced with 
25 different plans, presented by the various 
nations participating in the conference and 
all tending to solve the problem of achieving 
the indispensable work of reconstruction. 


Splitting Hairs. 

At this opening stage the conference looked 
for the moment transformed into a philologi- 
cal academy assembled to trace and establish 
the exact meaning of certain words and ex- 
pressions. Almost all agreed that every na- 
tion should retain the capacity to defend 
itself from external attacks, but the contro- 
versy became interminable when it was neces- 
sary to establish exactly what constituted ag- 
gression, what was meant by offensive. 

Do aggression and offensive action meau 
the same? If so, why use the word aggres- 
sion? If not, who would be called upon tu 
judge the difference? 

In practice every movable weapon may be- 
come offensive under certain circumstances. 
The bludgeon and spear may be used in the 
offensive, if the enemy’s weapons are equally 
primitive. But no effort of the imagination 
can conceive of their use in the offensive 


against a modern fortress. Therefore; the 


technical designation of the term “offensive 
weapons” must be understood in relation to 
the general character of arms used on the de- 
fense. Moreover, most instruments of de- 
struction, of which at present there is so great 
a variety, are double-edged, equally capable 
of being used on the offensive as well as the 
defensive, e. g. the submarine, dirigible and 
heavy caliber movable guns. 

‘Italy and the United States fortunately 
agreed clearly to establish as a practical step 
the arms to be abolished first and with the 
greatest urgency for the purpose of prevent- 
ing armed aggressions in light of the methods 
adopted in modern warfare. 


Weapons for Defense. 

It is sates to propose not er a limita- 
tion, but a veritable reduction of armaments. 
In. deciding that defensive arms will be al- 
lowed and all others forbidden, the conference 
took the first step of comparatively practical

The proposal to abolish precisely these arms 
constitutes the common denominator of the 
agreement in which all nations may concur 
who are animated by a sincere desire to allow 
only defensive arms. 

This is so true that the Americans, with 
their usual clear practical comprehension and 
their characteristic honesty and loyalty, at 
once adopted conclusions almost identical 
with our own. Their plan practically coin- 
cided with ours, if it were not for the fact 
they omitted naval armaments. This side of 
the problem is absolutely essential to any dis- 
armamen* proposal. 

Let us consider the question of submarines. 
A very rich nation may sink billions in the 
construction of capital ships, while other less- 
favored countries must rely chiefly on less 
costly coast defenses, among which first place 
is occupied by submarines and bombing air- 
planes. 


Submarines and Bombers. 

Despite this and despite our own evident 
interest, Italy has proposed the abolition of 
both submarines and bombing airplanes in 
homage to the principle of reciprocity in con- 
cessions, and above all in homage to the prin- 
ciple of humanity and civilization, which as 
far as possible should mitigate even the cruel- 
est necessities of war. | 

Reciprocity in concessions and a just equi- 
librium in compensations between debit and 
credit are the essentia! and fundamental prin- 
ciples in an agreement of this kind. This 
concerns not only the individual relations be- 
tween different nations, but also the equilib- 
rium of land, air and sea armaments 8 every 
single nation. 

It is impossible to achieve harmony, even 
relative harmony, among nations unless on 
a basis of justice. An iniquitous accord can 
never be secure and reliable and is more often 
apt to prove a source of future dangers and 
quarrels than a guarantee of peace and friend- 
ship. It gives rise to rancor and perpetuates 
inextinguishable differences. 

The question of disarmament is one and 


inseparable for each nation with equilibrium™ 


of land, sea and air forces. We have always 
been firm believers in the interdependencies 
between the defensive forces of each state and 
Italy has held this principle in mind so as to 
leave each nation an autonomous system of 
defenses. 

Our reduction plan is on a vertical basis, 
through the total and radical abolition o1 
certain classes of armaments in such a man- 
ner, however, as to leave each state possession 
of its tactical entity. 

Thus our proposition to abolish capital 
ships, submarines and airplane carriers is in 
perfect accord with the proposal to limit land 
armaments. Capital ships possess eminently 
offensive value, their heavy artillery being a 
threat to coast defenses and the civilian popu- 
lace along the coast. They may be used to 
protect the landing of an invading force and 
their abolition would give a sense of relief to 
those nations who have reason to fear an 
attack from the sea on the part of a prob- 


able enemy. 


Humanity’s Promptings. 

Italy would have every interest in the world 
of availing herself of submarines for defense 
of her extremely long coastline, but the Ital- 
fan delegation was prompted by a sense of

For these reasons we decided to include 
abolition of submarines in our plan in order 
to increase the sense of security of:those na- 
tions fearing the horrors of submarine war- 
fare. - If the latter is waged on a large scale 
it may have the effect of cutting off a mari- 
time nation such as Britain from-its lines of 
communication and provisions, forcing it by 
blockade, corresponding to defense, to a great 
loss of money and life, beside increasing the 
misery, danger and suffering of its civil popu- 
lation. 

We must also consider the terrible instances 
of submarine accidents, the cruel deaths of 
which the submarine crews of all nations 
have been the victims, their long agony 
through asphyxiation comstertes by scanty 
hopes of rescue. n 

Airplane carriers we also ain as an 
eminently offensive arm. They extend their 
attack very far from their bases on the coast, 
uniting the efficiency of warships: and air- 
planes. They are destined to spread death 
and destruction over densely inhabited towns 
and prosperous districts. 


Dirigibles Unimportant. 

The sense of confidence and security of 
smafier states would be greatly increased if 
they knew that their shores and cities were 
exempt from the possibility of air incursions 
on the part of more powerful and wealthier 
nations. 

On the other hand, it is of no great im- 
portance tu suppress dirigibles, which have of 
themselves automatically abolished their war- 
like efficiency in practice. Their very high 
cost and the uncertainty and risk in their em- 
ployment give rise to grave doubts of their 
usefulness, so that it will be most easy to 
arrive at an agreement for abolishing them 
altogether as a means of warfare. 

It will perhaps not be as easy to condemn 
bombing airplanes whose function is mainly 
offensive and which represent a formidable 
danger in possible wholesale massacres of 
women, children, old men and other noncom- 
batants, 

As to chemical! and bacteriological warfare, 
the. subject has been already so amply dealt 
with as to require no further comment. 

The torment and nightmare of invisible 
death lurking in the air which you breathe, 
the water you drink, extends to the whole 
population. I should be banned completely 
as being repugnant to humanity and contrary 
to all Christian and civil principles. 

The Italian and American proposals for 
disarmament are, therefore, essentially in- 
spired by a desire to bring about greater se- 
curity and a practical diminution of the ag- 
gressive capacity of peoples. 

Through a simple, clear distinction between 
defensive and offensive armaments, the con- 
ference succeeded in putting an end to eternal 
discussion on the priority between questions 
of disarmament or questions of security. 


Forts and Big Guns. 

The problem of the safety of nations is 
identical—it is defense; and it is not tied to 
their offensive capacities unless we adopt the 
time-honored military axiom that the best de- 
fense is = good offense. 

But if we admit this axiom it would be 
equivalent to justification of any kind of 
aggression.

Plaza Plans. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FTE almost 10 years of waiting, 

, St. Louis is seeing its two civic plazas 
begin to take shape. There have been 
varied and numerous reasons for the de- 
lay, but just because the process has 
been slow is no reason for assuming that 
the job cannot be finished in a reason- 
able: time. 

As a matter of fact, Union Station 
Plaza should be virtually completed this 
year. Its ground is being leveled now 
and-an attractive, feasible plan for its 
ornamentation has been approved. There 
is money enough, officials say, to pay for 
the work, if an underground parking 
feature is omitted. The parking space 
would be an asset, but it would be a 
mistake to delay consummation of the 
whole improvement on that account. 

The first steps for developing the 
larger Memorial Plaza are about to be 
taken in connection with the paving of 
widened Market street. Officials hope 
that enough soil may become available 
during the year to grade much, if not 
all, of its seven city blocks. Then even 
a strained municipal budget ought to 
provide enough funds for grass, shrubs 
and sidewalks. That done, the com- 
munity can wait, if necessary, for further 
embellishinent. 

Approval has been given by city offi- 
cials and the City Plan Commission to a 
echeme for linking the two plazas with 
a double row of trees along widened 
Market strect. St. Louis should find a 
unique benefit in this. CIVIC FAN.

| Plight; What Can Be Done About It?” published: 


Nov. 29, 1931. 


Reform in the working schedules of labor has been 
a process of growin: enlightenment, of breaks with 
tradition and of shifts in economic alignments. When 
this republic was founded, industrial labor worked 
from sunrise to sunset—14 to 16 hours in summer 
aid 12 to 14 in winter, with time out for meals. In 
1825 the journeyman carpenters of Boston aroused 
“surprise and regret” among the master carpenters 
by boldly proposing a 10-hour day. Such a plan was 
“fraught with numerous and pernicious evils,” the 
masters thought. The men would be exposed “to 
many temptations and improvident practices” from 
which they were “happily: secure” in the hours of 
labor “which had been customary from time im- 
memorial.” So time schedules approximating those 
qn which the ramids and the Chinese wall had 
been built were pronounced quite good enough for 
American labor. 

The ship carpenters of Boston, striking in 1832 for 
a 10-hour day, met with similar reasoning from the 
merchants and ship owners. “The time thus pro 
posed to be thrown away would be a serious loss to 
this active community,” was the warning. 

The 10-hour day finally came into being, despite 
these *valiant protests. The eight-hour day succeeded 
it, also over a series of objections. A further mile- 
sione was Henry Ford’s adoption of the five-day 
week in his plants in 1926, when he announced: 


The country is ready for the five-day week. It 
is bound to come through all industry, because 
without it the country will not be able to absorb 
its production and stay prosperous. The industry 
of this country could not exist if factories gen- 
erally went back #» the 10-hour day, because the 
people would not have time to consume the goods 
produced. Just as the eight-hour day opened our 
way to prosperity, so the five-day week will open 
the way to still greater prosperity. 


The working day has become progressively shorter 
as the years passed. Trade union agreements in 1907 
showed an average working week of 50 hours. In 
1917 the average was 47.9 hours, in 1920 it was 45.8, 
in 1930 it was 43.8. In nonunion industries, the 
average was four to five hours longer. It has not 
been time thrown away, as the Boston ship owners 
feared, but a progress toward increased leisure in 
which producers became consumers. 

Now efforts are being made to bring about a still 
shorter working week, through the six-hour day or 
the five-day week. Organized labor is the chief spon- 
sor of the plan, with many economists seconding its 
proposals and a number of emplcyers joining the 
movement by putting the plan into effect. A revised 
working schedule is envisioned as a means for solv- 
ing the machine’s displacement of men, growing un- 
employment, reduced buying power and other ills of 
the current depression. The reasoning, borne out 
by statistics on the increase in the average worker's 
productivity, is that a spreading out of available 
work is necessary to end unemployment, and a fairer 
allotment of the machine’s profits to the workers is 
required to revive demand. The machine has in 
creased the productivity of workers by 50 per cent in 
the last dozen years, but thefr real wages have in- 
creased only 27.5 per cent. 

The products of our highly mechanized industry 
can be consumed only through the buying power of 
the people, and when that buying power falls ma- 
terially below the workers’ productive potentialities, 
as it does today, a stalemate is certain to result. Cap- 
ital has garnered far greater gains proportionately 
than has labor, and maldistribution of wealth has 
been the outcome. In the words of Senator Couzens, 
the business men “were spoiling their own game” by 
permitting this prozess to continue unchecked. 

The cost of putting shorter hours into effect has 
been one of the sticking points.in accomplishing the 
change. In this connection, fhe hearings now in 
progress before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
as to the effect of the six-hour day on railroad opera- 
tion are of interest. The six-hour day was one of 
the proposals unsuccessfully offered by the workers 


Shorter Working Hours 
at the conference in Chicago last winter which re- 
sulted in a 10 per cent wage cut. This saving for 


the railroads, estimated at $215,000,000 a year, has 
not visibly improved their condition, nor has the 
economy resulted ir more employment of workers. 
In fact, union executivés pointed out a few weeks 
ago that fewer men are now employed than when 
the agreement was made, although in previous years 
an increase in employmént has taken place at this 
season. 
about the six-hour day’s possibilities, ordered the 
present inquiry. : 

The railroads now have testified, and have present- 
ed a lengthy account of how unbearably costly the 
six-hour day would be to them. Assuming that the 
plan would mean payment of the same basic rate for 
a six-hour day as is now paid for an eight-hour day, 
Jacob Aronson, genera! counsel of the New York Cen- 
tral, testified it would have meant an increase of 
more than $600,000,900 in the wage bill for 1930. On 
that basis, the carriers would have fallen $100,000,000 
short of meeting their fixed charges, he said. Bank- 
ruptcy would have been the probable result for the 
railroads, according to C. D. MacKay, assistant to 
the president of the Southern Railway. Huge in- 
creases in overtime payments and in the clerical staffs 
would have bee. necessary, he added. Other testi- 
mony was of a similar tenor. : 

It is the contention of the employes, as expressed 
by Donald R. Richberg, counsel for the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association, that these figures are dis- 
torted,- being based on a showing of a minimum in- 
crease of employment at a maximum expense. He wil] 
submit figures to bear out this point. The workers 
admit there would be an increased cost, but that more 
men could be employed and at a smaller increase 
than the railroads have shown. 

Whether or not the feasibility of adopting the six- 
hour day at this time is demonstrated, the hearing 
will concentrate vajuable information on both sides 
of the case. “Unquestionably the principle of the 
six-hour day can be applied so as to counteract the 
influences that produce unemployment,” Mr. Rich- 
berg said. 

Industry points to the sacrifice that would be im- 
posed upon it by adoption of shorter hours. But in- 
dustry already is bearing a terrific sacrifice in the 
costs of the depression. It suffers in the loss of mar- 
kets, caused by the lack of buying power, and the 
spiral twists viciously downward as dwindling sales 
cause disinissal of more workers and their state of 
unemployment causes sales to shrink further. The 
pending tax measures, necessitated by the depression, 
will impose a further sacrifice on business. Then 
there is the burden of caring for the unemployed 
workers, through the charity funds and through taxes. 

Hence many sober-minded economic authorities 
place a large share of the responsibility for the de- 
pression on industry’s short-sighted policy with re- 
spect to working hours and wages. Tracing the 
genesis of the depression before a gathering of 150 
House members last Thursday, W. Jett Lauck, an 
economist and adviser to labor organizations, summed 
up the cage as follows: 

Productive gaing from the new industrial rev- 
olution ... were diverted and absorbed into cor- 
poration income. Industry, therefore, in the ab- 
sence of shorter hours and higher wages, was 
unable to take care of employes displaced by 
mechanization and other improvements. More- 
over, these improper accruals to capital were cap- 
italized on the theory that they would be per- 
manent, and the securities thus issued became, 
during the period 1928-29, the basis for the most 


inordinate and insane speculation movement in 
the history of the country. 


With labor sharing more equitably in the fruits of 
machine progress, proponents of the six-hour day and 
kindred reforms point out, buying power would con- 
tinue on a plane corresponding to the advances in 
productivity, and there would need be no flagging in 
production. The arguments offered in 1882 by Ira 
Steward, known as “father of the eight-hour day,” are 
equally relevant a half century later. He pointed 
out that the productivity of capital was increasing 
enormously through the machine, and that the la- 
borer, if he shared this gain, would elevate his stand. 
ard of living and his expenditures, provided he had 
the leisure to enjoy his increasing wants. 

The depression may not result in early and univer- 
sal adoption of shorter working schedules. However, 
the thoughtful-minded visualize not only means for 
ending this economic crisis, but for preventing re- 
currences in future. The depression has stimulated 
examination of the possibilities of revised schedules, 
and aroused interest in working out methods for their 
adoption. The situation is somewhat similar to that 
of a man who stands watching his uninsured house 
go up in flames. He is unable to take out a policy 
against his loss, but the experience convinces him 
of the need for fire insurance when he builds anew. 


Behind closed doors, the House Ways and Means 
Committee voted 20 to 4 against the Hancock bill, 
to legalize the distribution of biyth control informa- 
tion. Under the present law, contraceptive informa- 
tion cannot be sent through the mails, and various 
other restrictions are placed upon it. Most of the 
states also ban, in one form or another, the circula- 
tion of birth control matter. 

What birth control advocates are trying to do is to 
bring the law into conformance with custom. All 
authorities agree that birth @ontrol is generally prac- 
ticed. The celeb.ated statistician, Louis I. Dublin, 
says: “In no other way can we account for the rapid 
decline in the birth rate in the United States.” Prof. 
Paul R. Douglas of the University of Chicago ob- 
serves: “Despite the hostility of governments and of 
the movement toward birth control is 
spreading rapidly downward through the population.” 
It is significant to note that some religious bodies are 
changing their attitude toward the question. 


Law and Custom 


In England, following the arrest of a bookseller. 
who had sold a book containing contraceptive matter, 
on an obscenity charge, Charles Bradlaugh and Annie 
Besant challenged the law. Their trial, surrounded 
by a great fanfare of publicity, took place in 1877, 
and was successful, both in acquainting the public 
with the merits of the question, and in legal victory. 
Today there are 26 birth control clinics in England, 
20 in Austria, 52 in Holland and elsewhere in*Europe 
information is obtainable from any physician. 

Our laws on the subject are violated by wholesale 
and only rarely is anyone prosecuted. The original 
Federal law was passed at the instance of Anthony 
Comstock, the notorious reformer, and has suffered 
the fate of most laws that do not fit the mores of 
the people. Regardless of what Congress does, then, 
the spread of this custom will continue unretarded, 
though the birth control advocates naturally are de- 
sirous of removing felonious implication from a sub- 
ject they consider a matter of humanitarianism. 


From the solemn manner with which various lead- 
ers discuss the possibility of Congress remaining in 
session through all or part of the national party con- 
ventions, the impression is broadcast that they re- 
gard this eventuality as an ominous and unprecedent- 
ed catastrophe for the country. History, however, 
discloses that, since the Civil War, Congress has been 
in session at the opening of the convention season in 
nine of the 16 presidential election years. The coun- 
try seems to have muddled through successfully with- 
out the presence of Congressmen at the party 
gatherings. 
| Since Congress. has adjourned for the conventions

in the last three election years, a precedent seems to 
have been created. In the two preceding campaigns, 
however (those of 1912-and 1916), Congress remained 
in session throughout the conventions. In 1916, the 
nominations of Hughes and Wilson were assured be- 
fore the delegates assembled, but in 1912 there was 
considerable doubt in both parties. 

The party convention is a politicians’ circus, and 
the work of Congress is the people’s business. There 
should be no dilemma as to which takes precedence 
in national importance. Congress should stick to its 
public duties rather than to rush its work in slapdash 


fashion in order to enter the Chicago arenas.

The Fee Feed-Bag 


Paying public officials by fees is wasteful and demoralizing, lawyer writes; costs of 
bankruptcies are swollen by payment of charges to host of parasites; bank depos- 
itors, business creditors and bondholders join in complaint against method; aboli- 
tion of practice is urged, with public bureaus to take charge of rectiverships

has ever been arraigned before a vil- 

lage Shallow on a speeding charge) 
will agree that the fee system of paying 
minor judicial officers results in a depredgs- 
ing amount of petty injustice and extortion. 
But the public is only dimly aware of the 
size of the fee feed-bag and the richness of 
its contents. The plunder fee collected in 
justice shops under the name of court costs 
is, in fact, only a tithe to the toll levied by 
other fee-paid officials known as receivers, 
trustees, commissioners, referees, masters in 
chancery, public administrators, states’ at- 
torneys and court clerks. 

The ill wind that slammed the doors of 
2290 banks during 1931 and brought upon us 
a blight of bankruptcies and foreclosures 
shook down thousands of political plums in 
the form of receiverships, which fell into 
the laps of those good men who always 
come to the aid of their party in such emer- 
gencies. Thé job of handling other people's 
money and liquidating their affairs is the 
most lucrative of all appointive offices. It

The public has come to believe that the 
average receiver is primarily concerned 
with the allowance to himself and his at- 
torney of tantial fees; that the fees col- 
lected by receivers in mortgage foreclosures 
(large as they are) are nevertheless insig- 
nificant cOmpared with other perquisites, in 
the form of rebates and commissions in 
connection with the purchase of supplies, 
employment of help and placing of insur- 
ance; that most receivers disburse as much 
money as possible to camp followers who 
are employed as appraisers, auditors, ac- 
countants, managers, clerks, auctioneers, 
watchmen, elevator boys and janitors; that 
some receivers are contributing liberally to 
the coffers of the political party procuring 
their appointment. 

The evidence, gathered from the material 
available and from confidential talks with 
individual lawyers, tends to some extent to 
confirm the public’s suspicions. But most 
lawyers are too wary to put themselves on 
record publicly on such a subject. 

As Jeremy Bentham said, ‘‘Lawyers, of 
all men, are the least given to the telling 
of tales out of school.” Are there really 
any tales to tell—tales which can be 
proved? A few receivers’ reports, picked at 
random, show the basis for much of the 
dissatisfaction among bondholders,

Perhaps the most common complaint 
against bank receivers is their slowness in 
paying dividends. They justify this on the 
ground that the forced liquidation of valu- 
able assets at sacrifice prices would be dis- 
astrous, which is true. But depositors who 
have had to stand by for many weary 
months while receivers and their attorneys 
(by leave of the Court first had and ob- 
tained) dip into the cash drawer and help 
themselves to substantial fees, can hardly 
be placated even by reasonable excuses. 

Can forced liquidations be safely left to 
the unrestricted mercies of the courts and 
their appointees? The answer is an un- 


qualified no, as anyone will agree who is 


j 


familiar with bankruptcy administration, 
the wastefulness of which has long been so 
notorious that many business men prefer to 
write off their losses rather than spend time 
in what the Solicitor-General of the United 
States has referred to as the “pursuit of 
the vanishing assets of a bankrupt estate.” 
During the five years ending June 30, 1929, 
claims amounting to nearly four billion dol- 
lars were wiped out in bankruptcy with the 
average payment of dividends approximat- 
ing 84% cents on the dollar.

The last report of the Attorney-General 
of the United States shows that the feés al- 
lowed to receivers, trustees, masters, mar- 
shals and attorneys in bankruptcy cases 
alone for the year ending June 30, 1931, 
amounted to $9,711,605, ang that other ex- 
penses of administration brought the total 
cost to $19,777,068, for collecting and dis- 
tributing assets valued at $89,535,070. 

The high cost of administration is not due 
to the payments to receivers individually, 
but to the permeation of all bankruptcy 
activities by that asset-destroying disease— 
the fee system. A motley congregation of 
parasites swarms through every bankrupt 
estate, demanding fees, knowing they will 
be paid. The reports of receivers are 
packed with payments for trustees’ fees and 
commissions, auctioneers’ commissions, 
custodians’ fees, court reporters’ fees, court 
clerks, marshals and notaries’ fees, and 
fees for separate attorneys for the bank- 
rupt, the receiver, the trustee and the peti- 
tioning creditors. 

No reasonable person can doubt that the 
system of paying public officials directly 
by fees is wasteful and demoralizing. It 
has proved itself so in the past and will 
continue to be a corrosive element in the 
administration of the law as long as it is 
permit*ed to get in its dirty work.

-The remedy of the fee system, like that 
for any parasitic growth, is complete ex- 
cision. Some states have already abolished 
fee offices with good results. In most of 
the larger cities, Justices of the Peace have 
been supplanted by salaried municipal 
Judges; and there is no valid reason why 
any public official should be licensed to 
levy fees—with the ':~ssible exception of re- 
ceivers in a limited ciass of cases. 

All bankruptcy matters and bank receiv- 
erships might very well be handled 
through public liquidating bureaus, and 


something similar could be worked out for 


the general run of foreclosures. But in spe- 
cial situations, if the parties in interest 
could agree, an individual receiver of their 
own choosing might still be appointed. The 
solution of the receivership problem will be 
arrived at, if at all, through the activities 
of business men rather than lawyers. Nor 
will economy and efficiency in this respect 
be achieved until all recelverships are re- 
moved beyond the reach and influence of 
politics. 

The lawyers themselves are too deeply 
implicated to initiate any change. They 
have watch the fee system grow and 
flourish, making little, if any, effort to 
stop it. The public, however, if sufficiently 
irritated, may howl loudly enough to get 
some sort of action, 


- The Ebb of Centralization 


From the Outlook. 


HERE our. own affairs are concerned, 
no one can be blind to the fact that 
* | centralization of government has been the 
oné theme of our history since the Civil 
War. For instance, of the ‘seven constitu- 
tional amendments adopted since 1860, five 
either restricted the powers of the states 
or enlarged the powers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Seven decades of this—half our 
constitutional history—naturally produced 4 
nation wherein to speak of states’ rights was 
to incur the contempt reserved for old 
fogies. The question of the hour arises from 
indications that the centralization movement 
may have reached high tide. 

y With prohibition demonstrating the im- 
practicability of running everything from 
Washington, the wet movement has de- 
volved into an attempt to return prohi- 
bition to the states themselves. The d¢- 
pression is working in the same direction; 
it has produced serious declines in Federal 
revenues and the accumulation of huge 
deficits which have in turn led many peo 
ple to doubt that the United States can af- 
ford a four-billion-dollar government at 
Washington. ; 


To have such a government is to havs 
taxes which, as they become more and more 
burdensome, make the Federal Government 
more and more unpopular. To lighten the 
taxes it becomes necessary to limit the ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government, to han‘ 
responsibilities back to the states. This !s 
decentralization. It is manifest in ma- 
neuvers in Washington to abolish certain 
Federal departments, as well as in the fail- 
ure of Washington to take over unemp!oy- 
nfent relief. The attempt to have each state 
take care of its own jobless has developed 
a form of state pride which may go march- 
ing on. 

Of course, decentralization may come to 
nought once the depression is over and na- 
tional prohibition has been returned to the 
states. The interesting fact today, howeve!, 
is that the two together are starting an u"- 
dercurrent toward decentralization, just 48 
the secession of the states started forces 10 
the other direction. 


A DOG’S LIFE IN INDIA.

New Varieties of Orchid | 
In Shaw’s Garden Display 


Exhibit Includes Cross Between Brazilian and 
Venezuelan Species—Rare Flower From 
Mexico and Canterbury Bells Shown. 


Hundreds of orchids new to the 
world bloom today in the Alcove 
House at Shaw’s Garden, where 
they will be on display for about 
two weeks. 

They are Laelia-Cattleya hybrids, 
combining the excellence of spe- 
cies from Brazil and ‘Venezuela. 
They are blooming in numbers this 
year for the first time, and 5000 
others of the sage parentage, from 
“babies” in two-inch pots to 
“adults” in six-inch pots, are thriv- 
ing at Gray Summit—a forecast of 
the time when Shaw’s Garden will 
be able to offer an orchid show 
continuing not for two months, as 
now, but for 12. 

This particular cross, experts say, 
produces the most cherished of 
those exotic and expensive beau- 
ties procurable—sometimes and by 
some pocketbooks—at the florists’. 
Those on display range from a pro- 
found mauve to a clear white that 
léaves the touch of yellow on the 
lip in strong relief. They are of the 
large, showy Cattleya style, with a 
crinkling of the large, belled lower 
petal. : 

Among them may be seen a few 
flowers of the parent species, the 
deep-colored Laelia purpurata from 
Brazil, and the equally showy and 
beautifully “styled” but more soft- 
ly tinted Cattleya mossiae from 
Brazil. These plants ef the parent 
species were imported by way of 
Shaw’s Garden Tropical Station at 
Balboa, Canal Zone, and were 
brought to S&t. Louis by Supt. 
George H. Pring two years ago, 
to grow with the hybrids—offspring 
of other plants of the same two 
species—in one of the 13 orchid 
houses at Gray Summit. 

Seentiéss Variety of Orchid. 

Fragrance, perceptible at any 
time of day, fills the Alcove House 
during the morning and diminishes 
gradually towards evening. In this 
respect the new hybrids combine 
attractions of the mauve-tinted but 
scentiess Tulipan variety of Catt- 


leyas, and the fragrant but less 
showy Flores de Mayo, another 
Cattleya, which the white Laelia- 
Cattleyas somewhat resemble. 

Another rarity is a new Mexican 
Laelia, with a smaller flower than 
the opulent hybrids, in mauve with 
a wine-flecked lip. The “Holy 
Week” orchid is blooming on the 
original tree-crotch on which it 
rooted in the jungle. Bright or- 
ange-yellow “dancing girl” orchids 
flutter in long sprays, and on even 
longer stems, the larger and light- 
er “yellow butterfly” orchids fair- 
ly shine among the mauve _ varie- 
ties. 

Another hybrid, the extraordi- 
narily large and delicately shaded 
Brasso-Cattleya, has a dozen love- 
ly representatives in the display, 
and the last.alcove is given over 
over almost entirely to a display 
of unusua!: silipper-orchids, with 
barred foliage almost as striking 
as the flowers, from the famous 
collection of the late D. 8S. Brown, 
whose gift set Shaw's Garden on 
the path to --orl( pre-eminence in 
show orchids. 

Other flowers from the tropics 
blooming in the Alcove House are 
the brilliant and deep salmon red 
clerodendron, from Java, and the 
aptly named “Baby Ribbon,” from 
Brazil, with light pink and rose 
flowers like fanciful love knots. 

Canterbury Bell Display. 

The Floral Display House, from 
which visitors enter the Alcove 
House, is occupied by the last in- 
door show of the season. Canter- 
bury bells are shown in unusual 
numbers, in white, pink and blue 
of several shades, and even a dou- 
ble variety in which the bell-like 
flower appears to end in a rosette. 

On the balcony are highly col- 
ored banks of “painted tongue,” 
and the central exhibit comprises 
gorgeous pink hydrangeas and del- 
icate blue “lace flowers” blended 
by Fioericulturist Kohl in a revela- 
tion of color artistry.

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sary because the fundamental polli- 
cies of both countries in regard to 
disarmament are identical. 

A further complicating factor is 
the world crisis. Many people, in- 
cluding responsible statesmen, be- 
lieve a war in the Far Bast would 
provide the necessary industrial 
stimulus to start wheels moving. 
The belief, largely a hope, that the 
United States or Russia would soon- 
er or later become involved in war 
with Japan, finds little hope of ful- 
fillment since the visits of Stimson 
and Litvinoff to Geneva. The rape 
of Manchuria and the unofficial 
war waged against China by Japan 
in Shanghai, have placed tempta- 
tion before many countries. 

War industries are picking up al! 
over Europe. During the last three 
months large shipments of explo- 
sives, bombs, machine guns, air- 
plane parts, revolvers and muni- 
tions have left harbors of the Eibe 
pound for the Orient. In February 
the Skoda Works of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, controlled by the Schneider 
Creusot group in France, sent 700 
cases of munitions to Japan via 
Hamburg. The Norwegian steamer 
Zoward, shortly afterwards, loaded 
4000 cases of German explosives 
consigned to the Japanese Govern- 
ment. ~ German chemical factories 
are working feverishly on large or- 
ders of acids for making explosives, 
one consignment of 2400 crates of 
chemicals already being on the 
ocean., A Japanese Military Mis- 
sion was in Czecho-Slovakia in 
February and shortly afterwards 
the Skoda Works sent a huge ship- 
ment of bombs via Trieste. One 
order alone to the Skoda firm 
called for 18,000 bombs and 2300 
gas bombs. 

The Schneider-Creusot firm in 
France has a contract for 20 heavy 
tanks from Japan; a Dijon 
(Erance) automobile factory is con- 
structing 4000 heavy aeroplane 
bombs for Tokio’s war department. 

And when M. Yoshisawa, after 
serving only a few months as Am- 
bassador to France, left Paris in 
December to take over the job as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs at To- 
kio, he was made a Commander of 
the Legion of Honor by the French 
Government upon the recommen- 
dation of the Quai d'Orsay! 

Septem ber—Then What? 

Reports reaching Geneva indicate 
that orders for war material total- 
ing $180,000,000 have been placed 
in the United States by Japan in 
the past year—for nitrogen “fer- 
tilizer’” and cotton “textiles.” Both 
commodities form integral parts of 
the high explosive called gun cot- 
ton. 
Poland has benefited to the ex- 
tent of $3,000,000 through Japa- 
nese orders for munitions. Great 
Britain (so far as can be learned) 
filled orders, amounting only to 
$209,665 in December and January. 

Whether this private commerce 
with Japan and China, in muni- 
tions of war wili be halted after 
September remains to be seen. Thus 
far the proposed abolishment of 
private manufacture of arms, ad- 
vocated by Geneva, has made no 
headway, largely because of French 
and American opposition. 

Uniess an unexpected crisis de- 
velops in the Far East, the situa- 
tion will simmer until the Lytton 
Report ts completed. That may be 
in September or it may not be be- 
fore the first of next year.

Uhion Electric Seeks to Keep 
St. Charles From Build- 
ing City Plant. 


The Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. has proposed to give the 
city of St. Charles lower electric 
rates if it will grant the company 
a 20-year extension of its fran- 
chise instead of building a munici- 
pal plant. 

The Union Electric franchise ex- 
pires next year, and for several 
months a citizens’ committee has 
been investigating the possibilities 
of a city plant. An engineering 
company recently gave the City 
Council plans for a plant estimated 
to cost $300,000.

Making Attack Difficult. 

Tanks, on the other hand, are 
weapons which may also be used 
for defensive purposes, although it 
cannot be dested that they are 
chiefly used in attacking and for 
the offensive, so that their abolition 
would give a sense of relief and 
greater general safety. 

Effective disarmament may, 
therefore, be carried out by means 
of abolition of those warlike in- 
struments whose suppression would 
render an aggression more difficult. 
We believe that the Italian pro- 
posals offer a formula which gives 
a greater efficiency to defensive 
weapons, at the same time dimin- 
ishing the efficacy of offensive 
ones. A decisive step must be tak- 
en if we wish to rid the world of 
that anxiety and suspicion which 
permeate the international atmos- 
phere; and this formula offers a 
practical solution to the problem. 

Safeguarded against certain arms 
of aggression, consequently ren. 
dered more quiet, a trusting world 
will be able to sit down to work 
in order to reacquire that tran- 
quility which is so necessary for its 


economic reconstruction.

E watch a motion picture, you 

are witnessing an entire 
day’s work by scores and some- 
times hundreds ef persons. 

This fact was revealed when 
a new system of production 
schedules was inaugurated re- 
cently at a studio in Hollywood. 

The new schedules estimate 
the number of minutes each 
day’s work is to run on the 
screen. 

On “The Strange Case of 
Clara Deane” schedule, the pic- 
ture at the Missouri this week, 
for example, the shortest day’s 
work, insofar as screen run- 
ning time is concerned, is esti- 
mated at one and  oaqne-half 


minutes. Some of the most 
dramatic scefies between Wynne 
Gibson and Pat O’Brien were 
made on this day. 

The longest day’s work ap- 
proximates eight and one-half 
minutes of screen entertain- 
ment. These are the scenes 
with which Louis Gasnier and 
Max Marcin, the directors, es- 
tablished the film’s atmosphere 
and locale.

rapid’ life. 


“Design: for recreational build- 
ings of the future,” he says, “will 
doubtless rest upon a more funda- 
mental appraisal of the social needs 
of communities. If American in- 
dustry has learned anything from 
the current depression, architec- 
ture, as it relates to our recrea- 
tional requirements will in the fu- 
ture rest upon a broader ultilitar- 
ian conception than during the de- 
cade which closed in 1930. 

“During the 10 years from 1921 
through 1930 approximately $1,- 
875,00°,000 went into the erection 
and extension of recreational facil- 
ities throughout the United States. 
During the same period, al con- 
struction of all descriptions ap- 
proximated $71,800,000,000. The 
total value of new schoo! ahd col- 
lege buildings during the same dec-| 
ade approximated $3,750,000,000; 
the erection of new church build- 
ings amounted to about $1,100,000,- 
000- and the erection of hospitals 
and institutions showed a total ap- 
proximating $1,400,000,000. Com- 
bined, these four major classifica- 
tions ministering to the purely 
social needs ot our people, exclu- 
sive of shelter, have shown an ex- 
penditure for new buildings dur- 
ing’ the decade that ended with 
1930 approximating $8,125,000,000. 

‘In the 13 cities in the United 
States which in 1930 had 500,000 or 
more inhabitants, expenditures for 
new recreational buildings during 
the decade approximated $675,000,- 
008 Out of each $1000 that was 
expended for social facilities, $409 
went into schools and colleges: 
$290 into recreational buildings; 
$183 into hospitals and institutions; 
and $118. into the erection of new 
churches. In these 13 Ilargest 
cities approximately $1200 has been 
expended for social structures as 
above combined for each new hous- 
ing unit that was erected in those 
cities during the decade. This is in 
sharp contrast with the $1660 ratio 
for the country at large.”

OWNING ADOPTS PLAN 


pala Group Recommends 
Builders Should have 25 
Pct. of Purchase Price.

WASHINGTON, May 
Spurred on by the need of home 
owners for junior financing facili- 
ties, the President’s conference on 
Home Building and Home owner- 
ship has adopted a program con- 
curred in by all but one member, 
which it believes will meet 
needs of such financing upon a 
reasonable basis. 

The program recommends 
those who desire to own homes 
shall have sufficient savings to 
give them an equity of about 25 
per cent at the time of purchase. 
This opinion was opposed by Har- 
ry S. Kissell, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards. however, who said the rec- 
ommendation was too restrictive 
and would put up additional bars 
against home ownership. 

The committee recommends fur- 
ther that, after consideration of 
the charges incident to the first 
mortgage, taxes, insurance and 
adequate reserves for contingen- 
cies, the home owner arrange for 
a second mortgage of sufficient du- 
ration to enable him to pay off 
this indebtedness before expiration 
and thereby eliminate the need of 
a renewal. 

It also recommends that a wines 
of central appraisal bureaus be 
created to advise home buyers. 
This recommendation, which also 
was opposed by Kissell, would en- 
courage mutual junior mortgage 
organizations, form comm unity 
pools of private local interests, 
and encourage second mortgage 
agencies to try new methods and 
further experiments to meet the 
needs of the public at lower ex- 
pense. 

Kissell’s dissenting opinion said 
there was already appraisal serv- 
ice in more than 560 cities in 
which his association was repre- 
sented which was fulfilling the 
purpose the committee had ~ in 
mind. /

Then, at the very peak of the hot 
spell, Jimmy’s love became icy cold and ‘‘he started to beat 
me,” the former Ziegfeld chorus girl declared.

The beavers of his preserve distin- 
guished Grey Owl from other men.

There may be a basis in racial tra- 
dition for Grey Owl's regard for the 
beaver. Many Indians have a high 
opinion of the animal—even though 
they kill it for its fur.

ples of the flood. According to this 


legend, Noah was a great chief and 
the ark was a war canoe.

The three 
persons to whom she had willed her 
small estate told all they knew to the 
police, but were unable to throw any 
light on the mystery. The Coroner 
finally closed the inquest with the fa- 
miliar verdict: ‘‘Murder by some per- 
son or persons unknowg.” 

Who killed-Agnes Kesson, the good- 
looking Scotch girl who was a waitress 
in a roadside tea house at Burgh 
Heath, Surrey, on the main road be- 
tween London and Brighton? The po- 
lice have been asking this question for 
two years now, and still it remains un- 
answered. 

Agnes Kesson was murdered— 
strangled after a violent struggle in 
some building—on the. night of June 
5, 1930, Derby Day. Her body was 
found next morning in the ditch of a 
country road on the west side of Ep- 
som, about four miles from her place 
of employment 


been slain elsewhere and that her 

body had been transported to the 
spot, probably in an automobile, and 
thrown out. Apparently, the driver 
of the car was a person familiar 
with the country roads around Ep- 
som, and there was reason to believe 
that somebody had helped him with 
the body. 

Investigation began with the tracing 
of the girl’s movements from the aft- 
ernoon of Tuesday, June 4, when she 
left the Burgh Heath tea room for her 
‘half-day off,’’ but the trail led into 
a blind alley, for no one came forward 
to tell where she had spent the night 
of Tuesday. 

She was ‘“thought’’ to have been 
seen on the pillion seat of a motor 
cycle on the morning of Derby day, 
making toward Epsom Downs. She was 
“thought” to have been seen in com- 
pany with a young man on the race 
course near Tattenham Corner after 
the races. And it is known that she 
called at a cottage near the Downs on 
the evening of Derby day to mend her 
own torn silk stockings. But reliable 
details as to what she did and where 
she went on Tuesday and Wednesday 
of Derby week were lacking. 

Neither could the police discover 
with complete certainty where the gir! 
was killed. The evidence seemed to 
indicate Agnes Kesson had gone alone 
to a house within a short distance uf 
the Downs, there to meet someone and 
was overpowered and strangled there 
after a struggle. 

Agnes Kesson was an attractive girl, 
with many friends. Men who knew her 
were questioned by the police for 
hours, but evidence sufficient to lead 
to an arrest never was obtained. 
There was again the verdict of “Mur- 
der by person or persons unknown.” 


[> WAS apparent that the girl had 
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The mur- “a 
der of Mary * : 
Learoyd of Ilk- a 
ley, onthe night 4 
of August 24, 
1929, has become a 
famous mystery, 
known all over En- 
gland now as the 
“Silk Stocking Mur- 
der.” 

This unfortunate 
young woman was 
strangled to death 
with one of her own 
silk stockings, after 
she had been beaten 
and maltreated ina 
fantastic inhuman 
manner. It was ob- 
viously a sex mur- 
der of the most 
shocking type. 

Miss Learoyd was 
the daughter of a 
contractor who had 
been a member of 
the Ilkley District 
Council and was a 
popular young wom- 
an inthe town. Al- 
most everybody in 
the region knew her. 

According to evidence collected by 
the police, she was seen on the night 
of her death with a young man. They 
were walking on the open land of a 
building estate near her home. It was 
there her body was discovered the 
next morning. She had been killed 
within sight and sound of a row of 
houses. One householder reported 
hearing as woman 
scream in the night 
but paid no atten- 
tion to the cry. 

The West Riding 
police made a pains- 
taking canvass of 
the entire district in 
their efforts to find 
clews, interviewing 
1200 persons and 
taking 450  state- 
ments. Some ex- 
traordinary facts 
were disclosed by the 
inguiry and _ there 
were a great many 
bits of evidence 
pointing in the same 
direction, but this 
chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence was not 
regarded as com- 
plete enough to war- 
rant an'arrest. )Dj- 
vision of opinion 
among the police is 
said to have been 
the snag that final- 
ly blocked the whole 
investigation. 
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The mur- 
der of Lou- 
isa Maud Steel 
on January 23, 
1931, was similar 
in Many respects 
to that of Mary 
Learoyd. It, too, 
was a sex murder of 
such character as to 
recall the Jack- 
the-Ripper crimes of 
40 years ago in the 
London East End. 

Miss Steel was a 
domestic employed 
at a house on Lee 
road, Blackheath, 
and bore a reputa- 
tion as a girl of un- 
impeachable charac- 
ter. On the eve- 
ning of Thursday, 
January 22, of last 
year, she was sent 
out by her employ- 
er on two shopping 
errands in  Black- 
heath village. She 
visited one shop in 
fulfillment of these 
errands but not the 
other and when she 
failed to return that night she was 
reported missing to the police. 

The next morning her body, cov- 
ered with a coat, was found near a 
public footpath across Blackheath. A 
lamplighter came upon it while extin- 
guishing lamps on his morning round. 
The body of the woman had been mu- 
tilated beyond description. 

In the investiga- 
tion, which was 
conducted by Scot- 
land Yard, it was 
disclosed that a girl 
and a young man 
had been seen sit- 
ting on a bench on 
the heath the night 
Louisa was killed, 
and a description of 
the man was given 
to the police. But 
that was about as 
far as the investiga- 
tors got with the 
mystery. As the girl 
had never been 
known to associate 
with strangers, it 
was assumed that 
she went to the 
ionely heath with 
someone of her ac- 
quaintance and that 
this acquaintance 
was her murderer.

from the public, but the man who 
took Louisa Steel on the walk across 
Blackheath that night was never 
found. The case was put down as 
another Scotland Yard failure. 

The question of who murdered Ed- 
mund Creighton Duff, retired civil 
servant of the Nigerian government, 
involves two other questions just as 
hard to answer. When it is answered 
—if it ever is-—the police will know 
who also murdered Duff’s mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Violet Sidney, and his sis- 
ter-in-law, Miss Vera Sidney. 

These three deaths provided the 
greatest poisoning mystery in the his- 
tory of English crime. It was a whole- 
sale affair reminiscent of the Borgias. 
Duff was the first victim. He died 
suddenly at Croydon on April 27, 
1928. Miss Sidney died on February 
15, 1929, and her mother a few days 
later. 

It was not until after the death of 
the elder woman, the third of the 
three victims, that suspicion of poison- 
ing was aroused. 


UT a post-mortem on her body 
B auscises she had succumbed to 

acute arsenic poisoning. The bod- 
ies of Miss Sidney and Duff were then 
exhumed from the Croydon cemetery 
and examined by experts of the Gov- 
ernment. Proof was established that 
death in both these instances also had 
been due to the same poison-——arsenic 
—administered in food or drink, with 
possible recurring doses from time to 
time. 

One of the longest and one of the 
best administered Coroner's inquests 
ever held in England followed the 
exhumation. All manner of evidence 
was sifted with the help of an emi- 
nent lawyer, who cross-examined wit- 
nesses. It seemed evident that the 
same person who put arsenic in Duff's 
beer also put it in Miss Sidney's soup 
and in Mrs. Sidney's medicine, but 
who that person was the investigators 
never discovered. There was not the 
slightest suspicion attaching to any 
one individual. 

The murder of Samuel F. Wilson, a 
Warsop grocer, on the night of Sep- 
tember 2%, 1930, was apparently of a 
type common enough in America but 
infrequently recorded in England. 

Every Monday the grocer made the 
rounds of villages in the Sherwood 
Forest district visiting customers and 
collecting accounts. Sometimes he 
worked until well into the night. On 
the morning of Tuesday, September 24, 
a highway patrolman found him dead, 
his body hanging over the steering 
wheel of his automobile, which, ap- 
parently, had been stopped suddenly in 
the road and later driven or pushed off 
to one side. Wilson had been killed by 
a charge from a shotgun, fired through 
the open window of the car. Money 
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Mary Learoyd. 


which he had collected on his round— 
about 20 pounds—was missing. 

From marks in the road the police 
surmised the driver had pulled up sud- 
denly at the signal of someone ahead 
and had then been shot through théd 
window, probably when attempting to 
start his machine on discovering he 
was about to be robbed. No trace of 
the murderer was ever found. 

Failure of the police to solve the 
murder of Edward Welham has been 
cited frequently of late as in illus- 
tration of what often happens when 
the officers investigating a crime are 
hampered by too many restrictions in 
questioning witnesses. 

Welham, manager of the Cloverdale 
Kennels at Blandford, Dorset, was 
found shot in his office on the morn- 
ing of October 1, 1931. Lying under 
him was a shotgun with which he had 
been fatally wounded. He died a few 
hours later without regaining con- 
sciousness. ig 

On the surface, Welham’s death 
looked like a suicide or an accident 
and investigators were at first dis- 
posed to set it down as one or the 
other. But a physician who examined 
the body made a discovery that 
changed the aspect of the case. He 
found that the direction of the pellets 
in the man’s body was such as to 
make either suicide or accident ap- 
pear as extremely improbable. It was 
then found that money was missing 


from the office. 


HE investigation continued for 
several days and a great number 
of persons were questioned, but 
reluctance on the part of these wit- 
nesses to talk and rules preventing the 
police from using sterner methods 
balked the inquiry. Critics of the Brit- 
ish police system contend if the officers 
had been given the freedom French 
police have in their investigations the 
murder of the Cloverdale Kennels 
might not have remained a mystery. 

Detectives as well as their critics 
are complaining abdut the cumber- 
some code of rules which police offi- 
cers must observe when investigating 
a murder. These rules were adopted 
with the idea of safeguarding indi- 
viduals and preventing police coer- 
cion, brutal ‘third degree’ methods 
and the like. But these rules, it is 
contended, far exceed the mark and 
by curtailing the officer's freedom to 
exercise his judgment actually consti- 
tute a menace to public safety. 

Critics of the present police system 
find a good many other things wrong, 
too. For one there is the almost ab- 
surd secrecy with which investigators 
in a murder case are required to pro- 
ceed. Senior officers at Scotland Yard 
—not the detectives at work on the 
job, but the officials who work from 
office desks—exhibit a marked reluc- 
tance to issue a description of the 
“‘wanted’’ person in a murder case. 
These officials act, so the critics de- 
clare, as if they were afraid of letting 
the murderer know he had committed 
a crime. Often when descriptions are 
finally issued they come too late to 
be of any benefit. Previously the de- 
tective in charge of the case was per- 
mitted to use his own discretion. Now 
he must communicate with headquar- 
ters for inatructioOns. Since this reg- 
ulation was made and the system of 
issuing bulletins was abolished, it is 
pointed out, the number of unsolved 
murder mysteries has steadily in- 
creased. So has the number of lesser 
crimes. 

Of all crimes, burglary has shown 
the greatest and most rapid increase 
in the last three or four years, a cir- 
cumstance traceable, no doubt, to un- 
employment. There are still compar- 
atively few holdups of the American 
sort in which the robber operates in 
the open with a deadly weapon. But 
burglaries, both in private homes and 
business establishments, are becom- 
lig altogether too common. In 1928 
there were 3500 cases of burglary re- 
ported in England and Wales. In 1929 
this number increased to 4600. The 
year 1930 saw the total grow to 5200, 
and last year there were 8000. Thirty 
unsolved murders in three years is not 
the only reason for Britain's growing 
alarm over her crime situation.

T THE fork of the 
'Romagne - Banthe- 
ville highway and

HEN he strolled to the radio 

room and sent this message 

to Robert Benchley, the hu- 

morist: ‘‘Having a splendid time. 
Wish you were here.”’ 

In Cannes, Ferguson got into a 
little trouble involving a wealthy 
American woman's checkbook, 
but again he extricated himself 
from the predicament without se- 
rious consequences. 

Last month Ferguson felt 
again the call of America. Unable 


to get a pasport, he realized the 
only way he could get into the 
land of the free was to slip in. 
So he stowed away on the Ile de 
France at Havre. He made his 
headquarters in the dog kennels 
on the top deck, keeping his lug- 
gage there and sleeping there, 
too, until he induced a steward 
to put him in a first-class cabin 
by pretending he had lost the 
key to his own. Then he mingled 
with the first-class passengers as 
the Grand Duke Michael Roman- 
off of Russia, and with the aid 
of his impressive wardrobe, 
waxed mustache, British accent 
and easy manner, passed muster 
effectively for a few days. But 
in chatting with Edward Cudahy 
Jr., Chicago packer, he had the 
misfortune to mention ‘‘my good 
friend, Captain Blancart, com- 


mander of the ship.’’ When Cud- 
ahy happened to speak of the 
captain's ‘‘friend”’ to the captain, 
the latter said he didn’t know 
the Grand Duke and started an 
investigation. Tie result was 
that Ferguson reached port in 
the ship’s brig, and was turned 
over to the authorities at Ellis 
Island. Unable to prove that he 
was born in America, he was or- 
dered sent back to France. 


ERGUSON made a last des- 
PH verate effort to escape depor- 

tation. He sought and re- 
ceived permission to go to New 
York under guard to get some be- 
longings there. In Manhattan, he 
gave his guard, James Drury, the 
slip, after visiting a few speak- 
easies. He had three days of lib- 
erty and spent them visiting 


—— 


friends in speakeasies. Then he 
was caught, despite the fact he 
had changed his appearance 
somewhat by sacrificing his mus- 
tache. The guard, Drury; an- 
other guard, James Fox; Philip 
Forman, an immigration inspec- 
tor, and Dr. Joseph Schlaar, head 
of the deportation division, were 
suspended by Immigration Com- 
missioner Edward Corsi because 
of the escape. 


On May 10 .Harry Ferguson 


was deported on the French liner 
De Grasse, bound for Havre. 

And as he sailed away from 
the democratic land that in 
times past had paid such hom- 
age to his spurious titles, his 
face wore an expression of gloom 
so profound that it would have 
done credit to a real Russian 
Grand Duke. 


HO TSING, THE HERMIT

The works of the great masters of the Sung Dy- 


nasty (960-1279 A. D.) in China, 
Ma Yuan was a prominent figure, were extensive- 
ly copied and imitated not only during their own 
lifetimes but in every succeeding period. Lack of 
reliable records and the habitual skill of Chinese 
copyists make it difficult to distinguish their pro- 
ductions with the knowledge at present avcilable. 
It is not improbable that many of the pictures 
which are attributed to various painters of the 
Sung period are in reality the painstaking work of 
devout followers and copyists of later dates. The 
situation is in many respects analagous to the 
preservation of Greek art through the medium of 


Roman copyists, 


The Sung period was a time of universal intel- 
lectual advancement, a sort of Chinese renais- 


sance, marked by reflection and 


analysis and scientific experiment. 
introduction of a phase of socialism and the ap- 
plication of the principle of the compass, of gun 
powder and of printing. The peaceful ideals of 
the Sung period were especially favorable to 
the development of the arts and under the influ- 
ence of the teachings of the Zen sect of Buddhism

Sung dynasty. If not actually by Ma Yuan, whose 
name it bears, it may be taken as a reasonably 
close copy, preserving the design and not a lit- 
tle of the handling and spirit of a now unknown 
original. Both Zen philosophy with its insistence 
upon the subjective non-phenomenal aspects of life 
and nature and the native Taoist religion with its 
hermits seeking the seclusion of forest, hill and 
stream, have prominently contributed to the de- 
velopment of the art exemplified in the picture. 


HE subject 
ture-loving philosophies, for Ho Tsing was 


an illustrious scholar of the Sung period 
who lived as a hermit at the ‘Solitary Hill,’’ on 
the shores of the romantic Western Lake of 
Hangchow and daily composed and recited poems 
among the trees. He is here shown in contempla- 
tion of the beauty of spring as symbolized by the 
hawthorn blossoms. 

A rhythmic, calligraphic line and a total ab- 
sence of naturalistic shading as known to Eu- 
ropean art, fostered by the limitations of the me- 
dium of ink on silk, have freed the painter from 
the burden of closely imitating outward forms. 
Instead, his approach is rather a subjective one, 
striving to express the broader and more uni- 
versal aspects of his subject. | 

Verity is imparted to the representation of 
trees, stones and drapery not by simulating shad- 
ows, but by calligraphic line. The artist has sup- 
plemented the traditional line by broad, vapor- 
ous washes of monochrome ink, which, in their 
sensitive modulation, take on a quality of color 
and. supplement the delicate color tints.
